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County hears talk on 
Hanson Report 


At their regular meeting 
on June 13 the council of the 
Municipal District of Stur- 
geon heard an informative 
talk on land annexation by 
the City of Edmonton and the 
Hanson report on the sub- 
ject, by Mr, George Liquori 
Mr, Liquor! worked with Dr, 
Hanson on the preparation of 
the report to the City of 
Edmonton, 

He was mostly involved in 
preparation of _ statistics, 
assessments etc, He stated 
that he definitely did not 
concur entirely with the res- 
ume of Dr, Hanson’s recom- 
mendations, He ts of the op- 
inion that the City does not 
require nor need the 300 
Square miles of area as 
recommended while the 
other Municipal Authorities 
from where the land Isto be 
taken do need such areas for 
survival in relation to taxa- 
tion and necessary revenues 
from such, A City to be 
viable does not need such 
large areas as recommen- 
ded by Dr, Hanson, He sug- 
gested that this Municipality 
and other Authorities affec- 
ted should have a meeting 
with the City of Edmonton 
officials to discuss the var- 
lous problems together and 
thus avold friction, He felt 
that dealing directly with 
the Provincial Government 
instead of applying to the 
Local Authorities Board by 
the City of Edmonton was a 
good recommendation of Dr, 
Hanson, He endorsed Prem- 
fer Manning’s suggestion 
that a study should be made 
as to what sized area is 
considered to be an efficient 
City area, In his conclus- 
lon, he highly recommended 
negotiations with the City 
officials tn order to discuss 
the various problems which 
are {n most cases very sime 
lar, He stressed the lmpor- 

‘tance of good communica- 
tlons between authorities af- 
fect ad.
